Income Of Southern Cotton 
Farmers Shows Huge Gain 


Southern farmers received more 
than twice as much for their 19383 
cotton crop than they did for the 
1932 erop, according to statistics 
from the Department of Agyicul- 
ture in Washington. 

Seth P. Storrs, Alabama com- 
missioner of agriculture, recently 
released figures showing the gross 
income from the 19838 cotton crop 
to be $856,776,000 as compared 
to $425,488,00 in 19382, 

Official announcement of the in. 
come from cotton during the past 
two years was received by the Ala- 
bama commissioner as follows: 

Adjustments in production of 
the 1928 eotton crop which redue- 
ed the probable outturn by more 
than 4,000,000 bales, has been re- 
flected in increased incomes to 


growers and renewed business and 
commercial activity throughout the 


South. Total indicated income re- 
ceived from the 1933 cotton crop, 
including rental payments and po- 
tential option profits, is more than 
twice the income received from the 
1932 cotton crop. 

The figures upon which this eal- 
culation is made include the farm 
value of lint cotton for the 1933 
season, as determined by the crop 
reporting board of the Department 
of Agriculture, to be $617,716,000 
as compared with $317,861,000 for 
lint cotton in 1932. ; 

In addition to the $617,716,000 
received or being received, for the 
1988 erop, rental payments total- 
ine $111,528,000 have been dis- 
tributed and farmers who partici- 
pated in the emergency program 
of last Summer are now receiving

In the Chicago Journal of Commerce of October 1933, 
there appeared an editorial entitled “An Appeal to Common 
Sense”, which we believe will be of interest to eur cus- 
tomers.

“There is an outstanding instance of the danger of crip- 
pling the innocent bystander in the efforts of the various 
governments to avenge the public for the acts of certain 
promoters in the public utility field. ‘There is also grave 
danger that, having avenged the public by various punitive 
measures, the public will pay higher rates for utility service 
in the end than at present ... 


“Now can this be so? In the year 1930, the utility 
companies spent $980,000,000 for construction. That 
money, which employed a small army of men and used the 
products of hundreds of factories, was borrowed from the 
public because the companies had a margin of earnings 
aver expenses. That margin, itself representing one of the 
narrowest differences between cost and selling price of any 
of the public services today, also went to pay local taxes 
which helped to pay school teachers’ salaries, policemen, 
and firemen, and so forth... 


“But of graver consideration is what utility rates are 
likely to be after private management is thoreughly throt- 
tled and private capital is out of business. Under private 
management utility rates have been going down steadily 
since 1918, while under government contro] railroad rates 
have been increasing since 1913... 


“We hear much of social justice these days. Will it 
be social justice to the crippled children and dependent 
orphans in the many institutions which depend on the in- 
come from utility bonds, to take action which, endangers 
their livelihood? For illustration, how many know that 
there is danger that the Central Baptist Children’s Home 
and the Northern Baptist Theological Seminary are in dan- 
ger of closing because their income from utility bonds is 
endangered? And these are but two of many such.” 


To bring this closer home: Alabama Power Company 
has expended over One Hundred Million Dollars in Ala- 
bama for new construction and other capital purposes dur- 
ing the past ten years; during this period it has paid in 
taxes to state, county and local governments over $13,000,-
